your milkweed that is a 
sign the eggs (little milky 
spots) have developed 
into caterpillars and they 
are eating well. 

A word of caution - a 
reader called me last week 
asking about hogweed. 
There have been several 
articles in the paper in the 
last few years regarding 
this plant. 

It is recognizable by its 
size and distinctive fea¬ 
tures. It can reach five 
metres in height and has a 
thick hollow stem that is 
hairy and bristly with 
purple coloured spots or 
blotches. 

The sap of this plant 
can give you severe burns 
and if it gets in your eyes 
it can lead to blindness. 
Protective clothing and 
eye protection need to be 
worn when removing hog¬ 
weed and its really best 
left to people who know 


erinary expenses for the 
stray cats and kittens. If 
we have volunteer foster 
homes available we will 
take in the friendlier 
felines until they are 
ready for adoption. If 
they are feral, they will be 
spay, neutered and 
released.

$43.2-million wastewater 
treatment plant in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake got underway 
Friday morning. 

The new plant on 
Lakeshore Rd., which will 
replace the existing facility 
800 metres down the road, 
is expected to produce less 
noise and odours, help 
protect the environment 


and increase treatment 
capacity by 40% to serve 
several communities with¬ 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
for the next two decades. 

Politicians from all lev¬ 
els of government gath¬ 
ered at the site Friday to 
celebrate the start of con¬ 
struction. 

The federal, provincial 
and regional governments 
are each kicking in $14.4
